Hat Your Petitioners being Ruin'd in their Eſtatez, by the 
Hands of the Almighty God,and not by their Extravagan- 
ces, have long groan'd under fore Impriſonment by the 
Cruelties of Their inexorableCreditors; And, in moſtPitiful 
and Deplorable manner, have languiſhed long, and Thouſands of 
Their Fellows in like condition, have periſhed round about chem 
for want of Bread ; And except Your Honours ſhall be pleaſed to 
give them timely Relief, ſuch of Your Petitioners as are nor yet dead, 
muſt inveidablly, and in a ſhort time periſh alſo ; and ſeveral of 
them by unjuſt, and oppreflive Adons. 


Foraſmuch that Your Petitioners are willing to make the utmoſt 
ſatisfaction where they ſtand Indebted, which they are any 
ways capable of ; And to labour what in them can lie to make 
further ſatisfa&tion, if by the Bleſſing of God and Your Com- 
miſeration, they ſhall be enabled thereunto. 


And foraſmuch that the Charitable Compaſlsion of all Chriſtian 
Governments, doth provide againſt the detaining in Priſons, 
the Perſons of Men in Debt, where the full of their Eſtes 
are freely offer'd up to their reſpective Creditors. 


Your Petitioners myſt earneſtly, and in all Humility, for 
the ſake of the tender Mercies of the rin <p 
Jeſns, beſeech Your Honours, that 4 Bull may be 
brought in, and paſs Your Honourable Houſe for 1he 
Relref of Your Poor Suppliants, with ſuch effeHual
